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DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Amendment 



1 . Applicants' arguments filed 01/24/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

2. Applicants argue that claims 1-8 are allowable because the claims 1 and 7, recite 
"a function control converting section for converting a function control demand by one of 
said IP-based networks to a function control command for one of said non IP-based 
networks " and that the limitation is not taught by Cheng et al (U.S. 2001/0032273, 
"Cheng"). The Applicant argues that Cheng as cited by the Examiner discloses only 
issuing messages from a web browser. Applicants further argue that claims 2-6 and 8 
are allowable because they depend from claims 1 and 7. 

3. The Examiner respectfully traverses these arguments. Paragraph 0038 of 
Cheng contains describes converting a function control demand from an IP-based 
network (namely a browser using a standard web protocol such as HTTP and encoding 
the user requests using a Translation manager into non IP-based network commands 
(namely HAVi service requests for controlling HAVi compliant devices). Thus user 
demands from the web browser are not simply transmitted, but are converted into 
appropriate commands for a non-IP network.
